Palm Beach County's 1987-88 budget presented a real challenge. Due to our 

rapid growth, major needs exist, especially in the area of road building and law 

=: enforcement. Тһе recommended budget for 1987-88 is $1.05 billion. However 

when double budget items (interdepartmental transfers) are removed, the net 

figure is $933 million. This is up 14.5% from 1950-3/. Тһе net operating 

budget (minus capital) is recommended to increase by 12% to $379 million. If 
we remove the influence of population and inflation, the increase is 6.8%. 


The major area of interest is that portion of the budget supported by property 
- taxes. We initially projected a $90 million shortfall in this area. When 
departments actually submitted their budgets with supplemental requests, the 
shortfall exceeded $100 million. The budget we recommend requires a tax 
increase of $34.4 million. 


The tax-supported programs with the largest increase are Road Program ($13.2 

million), Sheriff ($12.6 million), and Library ($9.4 million). Others are Low 
m Income Housing (Palm Glade--$4.1 million), Health (including implementation of 

a countywide trauma system--$3.5 million), Fire-Rescue ($3.6 million), Parks 

(51.5 million), settlement of dual taxation lawsuit ($1.2 million) and courts ($1.0 
- million). In terms of staffing, the Sheriff is recommending 92 new positions. 
The County is committed to improving our law enforcement response and has 
increased the sheriff's staff by 3196 the last two years. We are recommending 
the Engineering Department add 70 positions, an increase of 15.896, 28 of these 
positions have already been added this year. 


Excluding Engineering (primarily roads) and Sheriff, the tax-supported programs 
= are recommended to add 71 additional staff, 4.7% increase for constitutional 
officers, 5.1% increase for departments under the Board of County 
Commissioners. The overall County's population has increased about 3%, with 
= the major increase in Ше unincorporated area. Тһе $9.4 million increase іп the 
Library District was approved by the voters in November of 1986 for new 
library facilities. The other major capital items represent funding for our 
expanded road building program and for the acquisition of Section 6 properties 


FI for future governmental use. The proposed budget includes $600,000 for several 
new programs: Environmental Resource Management, Propertv and Real Estate 
Management, and Records Management. 
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The recommendation in tax-supported programs would result in a millage 
increase of 0.9429 over rolled-back. Law enforcement, road building and the 
voter-approved library referendum account for the largest portion of the rolled- 
back increase. The Countywide millage is recommended at 5.1410, an increase 
of 11.3%. 


In the major non-tax-supported programs, the airports increased $58.1 million 
(31%) and utilities $18.5 million (26%). The utilities experienced an 11% 
increase in customers and is recommending a 10% increase in staffing. 


Although the major increases are in road building and law enforcement, we 
believe the recommended budget fulfills the goals of the Board for improved 
management and greater control of land use. The major work programs in 
Administration, Personne! and OFMB are training, management analysis, 
productivity, and management accountability. The work program for land use 
consists primarily of the comprehensive planning process and development of 
performance standards. 


Even though this proposed budget envisions several increases, there still 
remains major unmet funding needs, principally in the criminal justice system. 
New courtroom space and jails will require about $300 million in capital funds. 
These needs are urgent and we will need to identify funding in 1987-88. 


We have developed a number of performance measurements and comparisons 
with other counties. Staff will present this information together with the 
results of a community survey at the budget workshops in an effort to provide 
greater insights into the operations of County programs.

Reporting Entity and Services Provided 


For the purposes of this document the "County" includes all funds and 
account groups under control of the Board of County Commissioners and the 
following organizations: 


Constitutional Officers 


Clerk of Circuit Court 
Property Appraiser 

Tax Collector 

Sheriff 

Supervisor of Elections 


The County provides a wide range of services including law 
enforcement, fire protection, conservation and resource management, public 
improvements, employment opportunity and development, health, welfare, 
parks and recreation facilities, planning and zoning, transportation and 
general administrative services. 


Form of Government 


Palm Beach County is a political subdivision of the State of Florida, 
governed by the State Constitution and general laws of the State of 
Florida. 


The legislative and governing body of the County is the five-member 
Board of County Commissioners. Each County Commissioner is elected on a 
county-wide basis for a four-year term of office and each County 
Commissioner is a resident of one of five Commission Districts. The 
Commission elects a chairperson who serves as presiding officer. The Clerk 
of the Circuit Court is the clerk and accountant of the Commission. As a 
result of a County-wide general election of November 6, 1984, Palm Beach 
County became a Home Rule Charter County on January 1, 1985, operating 
under a County Manager form of government with separation of legislative 
and executive functions. The County Administrator is responsible for the 
operations of all departments of the County, except the elected 
Constitutional officers, joint State/County agencies and staff departments 
that report directly to the Commission. 


Accounting System and Budgetary Controls T 


The County's accounting records for general governmental operations 
are maintained on the modified accrual basis: Revenues are recorded when 
available and measurable; expenditures are recorded when the services or 
goods are received and the related liabilities are incurred. The County's 
proprietary operations are maintained on the full accrual basis: Revenues 
are recognized when earned; expenses are recognized when incurred. 


The County's annual budget is prepared pursuant to Chapter 129, 
Florida Statutes, and represents the legal authority to levy taxes and 
expend funds for all County purposes. Florida Statutes also require that 
budgets must be balanced, and the Board of County Commissioners is held 
personally liable and subject to penalty for making unbudgeted 
expenditures. 


The Office of Financial Management and Budget initiates the budgetary 
process by directing specific instructions on the Commission's fiscal 
policy to the various department heads and to the elected County Officers, 
who must then submit a tentative budget request. A tentative budget by 
fund is prepared and presented to the Commission by July 15, who in turn, 
examine and make such changes as it deems necessary. A summary of the 
tentative budget is advertised and publicly reviewed and revised prior to 
approval and adoption by the Commission. 


For managerial purposes, budgets are controlled at the object level. 
All budget amendments require Board approval. Budget transfers that are 
intradepartmental in nature require approval of the Director of the Office 
of Financial Management and Budget as delegated by the Board of County 
Commissioners. 


Encumbrance accounting is applied during the year. Open encumbrances 
lapse at year end and must be reappropriated in the following year and are, 
therefore, not reported as reserved fund balance at year end. 


Economic Trends 


Palm Beach County is Florida’s largest county in area, fifth in 
population and tenth in density. Growth has been the major influencing 
factor of the County in the last several years. Population has increased 
115% since 1970 and the total non-exempt property valuation has increased 
92% in the last five years. 


Tourism and agriculture, together with the related service industries, 
are the leading sources of income for the County's residents. The County 
government is making a concentrated and continued effort to increase the 
number of visitors to our area each year. The "Glades" region is one of 
the nation’s most productive farming areas. Sugar cane and vegetables 
account for 73% of the total agriculture produced. Manufacturing, 
primarily electronics and other high tech products, also plays an important 
role in the County's economy. Over the last ten years manufacturing has 
&ccounted for 12$ of the total non-agricultural employment. The school 
system, State of Florida, and the County are the largest employers in the 
public sector.

BUDGET PHILOSOPHY AND PROCESS 


PHILOSOPHY 


Palm Beach County is committed to providing high levels of service to 
its residents, at the lowest possible cost, in order to keep taxpayer 
burden to a minimum. In developing the Countv's financial plan, or budget, 
first attention is given to assuring that the budget will be in balance, 
both on an overall basis and in each of the Countv's funds. Any potential 
imbalances are eliminated by the County Administrator before the Tentative 
Budget is presented to the Board of County Commissioners for consideration 
and adoption at Public Hearings. 


PROCESS 
Fiscal Year 


Palm Beach County’s Budget is based on a fiscal, rather than a 
calendar, year. The fiscal year begins on October 1 and ends on September 
30. Thus, FY 1987-88 runs from October 1, 1987 through September 30, 1988. 


Statutory Requirements 


In the state of Florida, County Budgets are governed by State 
Statutes. Chapter 129 of the Florida Statutes, entitled "County Annual 
Budget", specifically directs that (among other requirements) a budget be 
prepared annually, and that it must be balanced. It further provides for 
amendment of the Budget in limited circumstances, and prohibits 
expenditures in excess of budget amounts. 


Funds Included 


Тһе Countv's Budget is consolidated, and presents planned disposition 
of all available resources in all funds. The total Budget is appropriated 
by the Board of County Commissioners, as the adopted financial plan for the 
County in the ensuing fiscal year. 


Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the County are organized on the basis of funds and 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. 
The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of 
self-balancing accounts which comprise its assets, fund equity, revenues 
and expenditures or expenses. 


In Governmental Funds (General, Special Revenue, Debt Service, Capital 
Project and Special Assessment), the modified accrual basis of accounting 
is used. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period in which they 
become available and measurable. Expenditures are recognized in the 
accounting period in which services or goods are received and the 
liabilities are incurred. 


In Proprietary Funds (Enterprise and Internal Service), the accrual 
basis of accounting is used. Revenues are recognized in the accounting 
period in which they are earned and become measurable. Expenditures are 
recognized in the accounting period in which they are incurred. 


Adoption Process 


The annual Budget process is based upon Florida Statutory require- 
ments. In February, departments develop revenue projections for the 
current and Budget year, as well as expenditure projections for the current 
year. These projections are submitted to the Office of Financial 
Management and Budget (OFMB), which consolidates County-wide projections 
and determines projected available resources for the Budget year. 


Departments begin their BUDGET DEVELOPMENT in February also, when the 
County Administrator issues a "Call for Budget Estimates". Accompanying 
the Call is a BUDGET MANUAL, compiled by OFMB, which provides detailed 
instructions for development of budget submittals. 


Departmental BUDGET REQUESTS are segregated into two components: 
a) the cost of continuing existing levels of service; and b) the cost of 
proposed additions to existing service levels, in the form of SUPPLEMENTAL 
REQUESTS. Departmental Requests are reviewed by OFMB, and discussed with 
departments at BUDGET HEARINGS in April and May. 


Based on the County Administrator's direction, OFMB prepares the 
County Administrator's TENTATIVE BUDGET, for presentation to the Board of 
County Commissioners at the beginning of July. 


Having reviewed the Tentative Budget, the Board holds WORKSHOPS with 
each department during July, which provides OFMB with direction in 
developing the ADOPTED TENTATIVE BUDGET, which is made available to the 
public and forms the basis for the FIRST PUBLIC HEARING in September. Any 
changes directed by the Board at the first Public Hearing are incorporated 
into the FINAL BUDGET, which forms the basis for the SECOND PUBLIC HEARING 
in September. 


During the second Public Hearing, the Board amends the Adopted 
Tentative Budget as it sees fit, adopts the OFFICIAL BUDGET, and adopts a 
resolution stating the millage rate to be levied. 


The Official Budget becomes effective on October 1, per Florida 
Statutory requirements, and a final Official Budget document is then 
printed. 


Amendments after Adoption 


The Board has delegated its authority to approve intradepartmental 
transfers to the Director, OFMB. All other amendments to the adopted 
Budget must be approved by Board action, at a regularly scheduled Board 
meeting.

- property taxes. 


Operating Budgets 


This section of the County's FY 1987-88 budget is presented by 
department and contains information about County activities and 
expenditures. 


Capital Improvements 


This section highlights the County's capital improvements 
expenditures and provides an overview of the CIP needs.

Debt Service 


This section highlights the County's budgeted debt service 
expenditures and provides an overview of the projected debt service needs 
through FY 1991-92. 


Fund Summaries 


This section serves to assure the reader that the County's Budget is 
balanced at the fund level, in accordance with Florida statutory 
requirements.

ECONOMIC ASSUMPTIONS 
External Factors 


- Inflation will be 3%. 


- Population growth will be 4% annually, reaching 900,000 people by 
FY 1991-92. 


- Assessed Value of new taxable construction will be $2.0 billion 
annually. 


- Interest income will average 5% annually. 
- Interest expense will average 8% annually. 


- Federal and State funding reductions continue to decrease especially 
for Urban Development Grants. 


Revenue Enhancements 


- Total County aggregate millage rate will increase by 18.83% over the 
rolled-back rate, generating an additional $45.8 million (including 
new construction) of ad valorem tax revenues in FY 1987-88. 


- An increase in sales tax revenues of $6.2 million is projected for 
FY 1987-88. 


- An increase in various fee revenues of $4.5 million is projected for 
FY 1987-88. 


Internal Factors 


- Salary increases for County employees are projected at: 


Union 4% (no merit adjustment) 
Non-Union 4% plus average 1 1/43 for merit 
adjustment, for a total average of 5 1/48. 


- Personal service costs will continue to be budgeted as in prior 
years, i.e., full funding for current and vacant positions. 


- Budgeted cash reserve levels will be adequate to provide for cash 
flow requirements.

APPROPRIATIONS & FUNDING SOURCES 


The budget is a plan of financial operations and the proposed means for 
financing them. It shows the disposition of all resources whether to be 
spent or not. The term "budget" is used in two senses in practice. 
Sometimes it designates the financial plan presented to the appropriating 
body for adoption and sometimes the plan finally approved by that body. It 
is usually necessary to specify whether the budget under consideration is 
proposed and tentative or whether it has been approved by the appropriating 
body. The budget, once adopted, is the legal authorization to expend 
County funds during the fiscal year. The budget may be amended during the 
fiscal year by the governing body in accordance with procedures specified 
by law and/or administrative order. 


An appropriation is the legal authority to make expenditures and incur 
obligations for specific purposes. An appropriation is usually limited in 
amount and as to the time it may be expended. 


On the following pages we are segregating the appropriations segment of the 
budget into three categories: Operating, capital and debt service. The 
operating budgets will be presented by department, program and fund to 
enable a better focus on the planned activities in the County. Capital 
projects will be presented by project type. Finally, debt service will be 
presented by bond issue.

Revenues for the County budget come from several sources, of which property taxes represent 22% of the total. 
Licenses, permits & other tax revenues include permit and building fees and delinquent property taxes. 
Intergovernmental revenues consist of state revenue sharing, sales tax and gas taxes. 


Charges for services are revenues from park user fees, emergency service fees, fire protection fees, bus 
fares, airport landing fees, water and sewer fees as well as other types of user fees. 


Interest earnings are revenues from funds invested by the County until the funds are needed. Reserves 
generate a significant amount of interest earnings. 


Transfers represent funds transferred from one fund to another. А transfer out of a fund is reflected as an 
expense while a transfer into a fund appears as a revenue. 


Another revenue source is fund balance appropriated which is 43$ of the total budget and represents carry-over 
funds from the prior fiscal year. A major component of fund balance are reserves which are discussed in the 


expenditure section of the graphs. 


Internal service fund charges are not revenues to the County. They represent charges for services provided 
within the County governmental unit. 


Other sources of funds are loan proceeds and excess fees - constitutional officers.

The above graph reflects how funds for the total County budget are spent. 


The operating portion of the budget, which includes personnel costs (salaries and benefits) and operating 
expenditures combined, is 36% of the total budget. Salaries and benefits represent 17.7% of the total 
budget. 


Capital projects are the expenditures expected during the year for capital improvement projects approved 
by the Board of County Commissioners. 


Debt service expenditures include debt for all funds, but do not include reserves for debt ($38,943,232) 
which are part of "other reserves". 


Transfers represent funds transferred from one fund to another. A transfer out of a fund is reflected 
as an expenditure, while a transfer into a fund appears as a revenue. 


Reserves are reserves for capital projects which represent funds which will be received but not spent all 
at one time as is the case when bond proceeds are used to fund capital projects which take more than one 
year to complete. Although the bond revenues are received all at one time, it takes several years to spend 
the funds, in which case, the remaining funds are put into reserves. Other reserves are for cash, 
contingencies and debt service.

The taxing fund revenues by category consist of the following funds: 


The General Fund, Fine & Forfeiture, County Transportation Trust, Ocean Boulevard, County Library, 
Fire/Rescue MSTU's, 7M Courthouse & Jail - I & S, 6M Beach Bond - I & S, 50M Beach Bond - I & S, Criminal 
Justice Complexes - I & S, 30M Park Development Bond - Debt Service, Capital Outlay, Transportation 
Improvement Fund and Hypoluxo Village Special Taxing District. 


Ad valorem taxes are property taxes computed as a percentage of the value of real and personal property 
expressed in mills. These taxes account for most of the proposed revenue for the County and are used to 
fund most departments which carry out county-wide functions. 


Licenses and permits and other taxes are revenue derived from the issuance of local licenses and permits, 
delinquent ad valorem taxes, franchise fees, general sales and use taxes. 


Intergovernmental revenues include all money received from federal, state and other local governments in 
the form of grants, shared revenues and payments in lieu of taxes. 


Charges for services reflect revenues stemming from charges for current services, excluding revenues of 
Internal Service Funds. 


Fines and forfeitures include revenues received from fines and penalties imposed for the commission of 
statutory offenses and violations of lawful administrative rules and regulations, and for neglect of official 
duty. Forfeitures include revenues resulting from confiscation of deposits or bonds held as performance 
guarantees. 


Interest revenues include all interest earned on investments, contracts and notes, excluding interest on 
delinquent taxes and interest on Special Assessments. 


Miscellaneous revenues include all other revenue not included in the aforementioned areas, i.e., rents 
and royalties, sales and compensation for loss of fixed assets, contributions and donations from private 
sources, etc. 


Balance forward, transfers and other are amounts received by the government which are not additions to 
assets of the government as a whole. These items include inter-fund transfers, inter-fund reimbursements 
except receipts of an Internal Service Fund, and contributions of fund capital to an Enterprise or Internal 
Service Fund.

The bulk of County operations and services are funded from the taxing funds. Operating costs in the taxing 
funds comprise the bulk of expenditures. In addition, a number of capital projects are funded from the 
taxing funds. The debt is for the $7 Million Courthouse & Jail Bonds, $6 Million Beach Acquisition Bonds,

The General Fund accounts for county-wide ad valorem tax supported services. At $164.1 million, it is 


the largest fund receiving ad valorem taxes, but it accounts only for 15.67, of the total County Budget. 
Ad valorem taxes provide nearly one-half of the revenues. 


Intergovernmental revenues are derived from federal and state grants, state shared revenue and payments 
from local governments in lieu of taxes. 


Interest revenues include profit on investments, earnings from the State Board of Administration and interest 
earnings of the County's Tax Collector. 


Miscellaneous revenues include amounts received from other accounting funds as payment for general government 
services provided to those operations. 


The fund balance is projected to be $34 Million.

The above graph illustrates all countv-wide expenditures bv fund group. The Special Revenue Funds represent 
a majority of all county-wide expenditures. Included in the Special Revenue Fund expenditures are Public 
Safety expenditures for Law Enforcement and Fire/Rescue. The General Fund, which finances the bulk of 
county-wide services and operations, is a small portion of the total expenditures. Capital Projects consist 
of all non-enterprise capital improvement projects. Municipal Service Taxing Units make up the Special 
Assessment Funds, which are of a non-county-wide nature. The Enterprise Funds include the Airports, Water 
Utilities and CoTran and are operated with non-tax based dollars. Internal Service Funds provide services 
to County operating departments. These include Risk Management and Motor Pool. Debt Service includes 
funds established for the retirement of prior year non-enterprise bond issues. Trust and Agency includes 
Handicap Parking Enforcement.

The above millage rates are those levied by the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners for Countywide and Dependent Taxing Districts. All 
property owners with taxable properties located within Palm Beach County 
will pay the Countywide millage. The millages shown for the Dependent 
Taxing Districts will apply to properties located within those Districts. 


A "mill" is one-tenth of a penny, or $1.00 of ad valorem tax for each 
$1,000 of certified taxable value. 


An average property owner with property assessed at $82,000 and a homestead 
exemption of $25,000 will pay the above Countywide millage, calculated by 
the following formula: 


(Assessed Value - Homestead Exemption) X Millage = Ad Valorem Tax 
Countywide example: 
(82,000 - 25,000) X .0051410 = 293.04 


Note that the above example is calculated on the Countywide rate only and 
does not take into account the Dependent Taxing Districts. 


There are numerous other taxing authorities within Palm Beach County that 
are not a part of the Palm Beach County - Board of County Commisioners.

GAS TAX REVENUES 


Constitutional Gas Tax revenues are used for road construction and maintenance. 


The 7th Cent Pourover Tax is used for road and bridge maintenance. 


Currently, the first two pennies of the 6 Cent Local Option Gas Tax are pledged for debt service on the $29M 


Road Construction Bond. The remaining four pennies of the local option tax are used for new road construction 
financing. 


The County receives approximately two-thirds of the local option tax revenues. The remaining one-third is 
shared locally between municipalities based on interlocal agreements.

Transfers are interfund transactions which constitute revenues or 
expenditures in the affected individual funds but do not affect revenues or 
expenditures for the County as a whole. Transfers are made between funds 
to provide for grant match, operating subsidy, debt service or capital 
needs in the receiving fund. Transfers can be distinguished from 
interdepartmental or internal service charges in that transfers do not have 
an element of compensation for services that the other items have. The 
activities financed by these transfers are shown as components of the 
functional expenditures.

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ORGANIZATTONAL CHANGES FROM THE FY 1986-87 BUDGET 


Palm Beach County, like every large organization, from time to time finds 
it necessary to alter its organizational structure in order to more 
effectively manage and track certain programs or to add new programs as the 
need arises. In order to gain a clearer understanding of the 1987-88 
Recommended Operating Budget, the reader should be aware of the following 
organizational changes that have been made since the FY 1986-87 budget was 
adopted and those changes that are proposed for the coming year. 


EMPLOYEE RELATIONS & PERSONNEL 


ОТА (Quality In Action) - This program was approved by the Board of County 
Commissioners at its March 20, 1987 meeting. Staffed by four employees, 


this office implements and administers countywide structures such as 
Quality Teams and Climate Surveys which enable employees at all levels of 
the organization to participate in, or influence the decision making 
process of County Government. Its budget is under Index Code 241067. 


ENGINEERING & PUBLIC WORKS 


During FY 1986-87 a reorganization was started that will continue into the 
coming year in order to more clearly define the duties and responsibilities 
of the various divisions. Changes made during the year have been: 


Intergovernmental Design, Index Code 354167, is now the Architectural 
Division. It provides a continuity of professional architectural services, 
directed at improving the design and providing construction administration 
services for capital building projects. 


Engineering-Fiscal Management, Index Code 354886, has been created to 
provide financial planning, budget management and accounting services to 
the Engineering Department and all countywide capital improvement projects. 


Geoprocessing, Index Code 354894, was established to provide computer aided 
design support for the Department and geoprocessing for both the Department 
and other County agencies. 


Changes incorporated into the FY 1987-88 Budget are: 


Floating Dredge, Index Code 254896, will no longer exist. А11 current 
employees have been absorbed within other divisions. 


Office of the County Engineer, Index Code 354407, will be created to 
provide general management and direction for the Department as well as be 
responsible for the development and maintenance of the road plan. 


Engineering Coordination, Index Code 354233, will administer the consultant 
selection process by coordinating the selection for all architectural, 
engineering and general consulting services for general countywide 
improvement projects. 


ENVIRONMENTAL RESOURCE MANAGEMENT 
This will be a new department in FY 1987-88. Administration, Index Code 
237008, will be staffed by six new employees and will be responsible for 
any activity or issue pertaining to the protection, preservation and 
enhancement of the natural resources of the County. Included in the 
responsibilities will be Mosquito Control, Artificial Reefs and Beach 
Preservation, all of which were formerly under Engineering and Public 
Works. Wellfield Protection, which is currently under the Health 
Department, will be staffed by eight new employees and be moved to 
Environmental Resource Management. 


GENERAL SERVICES 


Records Management, Index Code 244137, has been moved from Financial 
Management and Budget to General Services. This program, legally required 
by Florida Statutes, will provide County departments and offices with the 
facility and procedures necessary to promote good records management 
practices while being in compliance with the statutes. 


Parking Facilities, Index Code 301143, will be managed and operated by 
County employees during the coming year rather than contracting out for the 
services. Current staff will handle the management function and eight new 
employees will be added for operations. 


JUDICTAL 
Court Mediation Services/Civil, Index Code 210419, will be a new division 
for the 1987-88 Fiscal Year. Due to the success of Mediation Services in 


solving domestic disputes, the same service is being extended to civil 
disputes appearing on the Civil Court Docket. 


PARKS & RECREATION 


With the issuance of the $30 million Park Development Bond, the need became 
imperative to be able to provide on-site management for the Parks Capital 
Improvement Program. A new division, Parks Development, Index Code 256206, 
has been proposed to answer that need as well as to provide for natural 
resource management programs at new parks. To be staffed by twelve (12) 
new employees, the division will also provide cost savings in the areas of 
planning, design and construction through utilizing County employees as 
well as allow for a more timely completion of projects through the proper 
packaging and scheduling of construction phases. А11 costs incurred by 
Parks Development will be reimbursed by bond proceeds, and as new parks 
open, trained employees will be available to be absorbed into the required 
new positions within the Department. 


PROPERTY & REAL ESTATE MANAGEMENT 


A new department, Property & Real Estate Management, Index Code 221010, is 


proposed to provide fixed asset management, real estate acquisition and 
management, facility planning, including site selection and space planning 
and lease management services. 


PUBLIC SAFETY 


Criminal Justice, Index Code 253401, is being divided into three divisions 
for FY 1987-88.- Index Code 253401 will now be Criminal Justice- 
Administration and serve as the Administrative/Management entity for all 
Criminal Justice programs. 


Victim Assistance, Index Code 253005, will provide Crisis Intervention, 
Counseling, Criminal Justice Advocacy, Transportation and referrals for 
citizens of the County and are victims of criminal assaults and felonies. 


Court Services, Index Code 253526, will be responsible for the supervision 
of probation cases, the direction of probationers to complete community 
service, the completion of pre-sentence investigations and the processing 
of concealed pistol permit applications and gun dealer licenses. 


Public Safety, Index Code 258376, is being created in order to centralize 
the overall responsibility for planning and managing the operation of the 
various Public Safety programs under the jurisdiction of the Board of 
County Commissioners. For its first year of operation, two new positions 
will be created. 


OPERATING BUDGET OVERVIEW 


The 1987-88 recommended operating budget of $403,447,081 represents a 24.7% 
increase over estimated 1986-87 expenses. When reserves, which are 
budgeted, but not included in estimated expenses are removed, the increase 
is 17.1%. The net operating budget, which is obtained by subtracting 
transfers, interdepartmental charges and interfund charges, is $379,343,467 
compared to $338,595,756 which was adopted for the current year. Thus, 
while the gross operating budget shows a 24.7% increase over estimated 
expenses, the net operating budget is only 12.03 above this year's adopted 
level. Of the proposed 12.0% net increase, 10.5% represents additional 
budgeted expenditures and 1.5% represents an increase in budgeted reserves. 


The recommended amount consists of a Base Budget of $388,264,434, plus a 
Supplemental Budget of $15,182,647. The Base represents the cost of 
continuing the existing service levels into the coming year, and was 
derived by adjusting the 1986-87 Base for inflation and annualization. 
With the exception of the Sheriff, Property Appraiser and Grants, it 
contains no new positions, upgrades, reclassifications or new equipment. 
The Supplemental portion represents funding for new or expanded levels of 
service, new positions and new equipment recommended by the County 
Administrator. The following chart compares each Department's Recommended

AIRPORTS 


The Airports Department is responsible for overseeing the maintenance 
and operations of the three County-owned airports. The department directly 
controls Palm Beach International Airport in West Palm Beach. The 
department contracts with private aviation firms for the upkeep of Palm 
Beach County Park Airport in Lantana, and Palm Beach County Glades Airport 
in Pahokee. 


Two great orange balls of flame preceded the collapse of a World War 
11 vintage airplane hangar on March 19, 1986, commemorating the start of 
the improvements at PBIA. Work is underway on the 530,000 square foot, 
two-level terminal which will be able to handle up to 24 large passenger 
jets. 


Along with the work to make PBIA a more pleasant place to fly in and 
out of, the County is also striving to make it a more pleasant neighbor for 
the surrounding residential communities. Special noise abatement 
ordinances are in place restricting older, noisier jets from taking off and 
landing at the airport during the late evening hours. 


To enforce the ordinance, sophisticated noise monitoring equipment is 
being installed around the airport which will be able to pinpoint any 
violators of the County noise laws. 


Palm Beach County Park Airport is also undergoing improvements, but 
not on the scale of Palm Beach International Airport. Renovations to the 
airport’s entrance, aircraft ramps and parking areas, and service buildings 
are underway. Federal airport funds are being used to finance the work. 


Private money will be used to build a new main operations terminal. 
The terminal will create a "shopping center" effect with businesses, once 
scattered around the airport in several buildings, gathered under one roof. 


Future plans call for construction of between 50 to 70 individual 
airplane hangars. 


The 45 year-old airport is home to about 200 aircraft. It helps 
relieve congestion at Palm Beach International which still serves private 
aircraft as well as commercial jets. 


Butler Aviation, which operates Palm Beach County Glades Airport, in 
conjunction with the County, is financing a large-scale renovation of the 
Pahokee airfield. Plans call for all of the airport's buildings and 
hangars to be cleaned up and repaired.

Тһе smallest of the three County-owned airports, the Glades airport is 
home to about 30 airplanes. Airport operations are limited to daylight 
hours because the field has no lights.

The Finance Department pre-audits disbursements of County funds to 
provide reasonable assurance that County procedures are met, that the 
approved budget is not over-spent, and that the expenditure is for a legal 
purpose. It is the responsibility of the Clerk and the Chair of the Board 
of County Commissioners to co-sign checks for payment of all County bills. 


To fulfill the role of custodian and treasurer of County funds, the 
Clerk, through his Finance Department, is responsible for receiving, 
depositing, and accounting for all County monies, and investing surpluses 
according to specified procedures as outlined in an up-to-date cash 
management program, and in compliance with County Commission Investment 
Ordinance. 


The Board of County Commissioner's Comprehensive Annual Financial 
Report is prepared by the Financial Reporting Section of the Finance 
Department in accordance with Florida Statutes and generally accepted 
accounting principles. The preparation of the financial report for the 
fiscal year which ended September 30, 1986 was enhanced through the use of 
micro computers and the Financial Statement Preparation System, which is an 
electronic spreadsheet. 


The Systems and Reporting staff provide support and training to County 
departments in the use of FAMIS (Financial Accounting Management 
Information System) and the accounting reports produced by this system.

COMMUNITY SERVICES 


From Head Start programs for preschool children to homemaker services 
for the elderly, the Community Services Department assists the needy in the 
County. 


The Division of Senior Services offers a range of services for senior 
citizens under the Older Americans Act and Community Care for the Elderly. 
These services include congregate meals, transportation for the elderly, 
education programs, outreach programs, and adult day care programs and 
recreation. 


This year, the division dedicated a new addition to the North County 
Senior Center on Lake Park Road, one of three senior centers operated by 
the County. The division also operates senior centers in Lake Worth and 
Belle Glade. 


The Division of Human Services is the main social services arm for the 
County. Employees within this division help needy Palm Beach County 
residents obtain various types of assistance. 


Human Services provided direct assistance to approximately 95,400 
people, ranging from interim financial assistance to medical care. This 
assistance was administered from centers in West Palm Beach, Westgate, 
Riviera Beach, West Jupiter, Belle Glade, Lake Worth and Delray Beach. 


Approximately 86,437 additional people were referred to the 
appropriate state and federal agencies. An arm of Human Services is the 
Veterans Affairs Office which assisted about 21,000 veterans and their 
widows and children in securing veterans benefits. 


The County Home and General Care Facility provides 24 hour medical, 
nursing, rehabilitative care and therapy to the indigent residents of Palm 
Beach County as well as specialized services for the ill, elderly and AIDS 
patients. It is being considered as a site for an expanded medical 
treatment center for AIDS patients. On May 27, 1986, Palm Beach County 
Commissioners approved a resolution supporting a joint cooperative effort 
between the County and Hospice of Palm Beach County to expand care 
facilities for AIDS patients at the facility. 


Through the efforts of the Division of Housing and Community 
Development, "Wedgewood Plaza," a 520-unit residential development in 
Riviera Beach is beginning to take shape. The division allocated $400,000 
of Community Development Block Grant Funds to the City of Riviera Beach to 
purchase the 52-acre site at the intersection of Congress Avenue and Blue 
Heron Boulevard. 


Additional funding for the community consists of a $3.6 million 
federal grant and a $15.8 million Housing Finance Authority revenue bond 
sale. Twenty percent of the units within the development must be made 
available to low-income tenants with rents not to exceed $526, and the 
remaining 80 percent are available to moderate-income tenants whose rent 
cannot exceed $968 a month. 


FISCAL YEAR 1987-88 BUDGET 


Housing and Community Development is still working with NOAH 
Development Corporation to obtain private funding for low-income housing in 
the Glades region. 


The County has $3.4 million set aside to help NOAH build 144 homes in 
Belle Glade and 64 homes in Pahokee. NOAH still needs to obtain $2.9 
million in private financing. 


Aside from these two large housing programs, Housing and Community 
Development helped fund two public service activities: The Urban League 
Housing Counseling Program, and the Aid to Victims of Domestic Assault 
Program which established a domestic assault shelter using Community 
Development Block Grant Funds. 


The division has also continued its improvement programs within the 14 
Neighborhood Strategy Areas as well as its various code enforcement and 
fair housing programs. 


The Division of Headstart and Youth Services provides developmental 
services to low-income preschool children and their families. Headstart 
programs provide 517 low-income preschool children an opportunity to 
prepare mentally and physically for enrollment in school 


The division has hired an education coordinator to provide training, 
technical assistance and supervision to Division staff members.

The electorate of Palm Beach County voted to establish a Charter form o£ 
government effective January 1, 1985. The Charter as approved by the voters 
included a Charter Advisory Council which is "authorized" to review all aspects 
and facets of County government and propose to the BCC changes in the scope and 
operations of the County through amendments to said Charter.

The Council originally was staffed, exclusively, by 
County Administration; however, the broad scope of work assumed by this body 
necessitated a request for additional resources.

COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department provides public health and medical care to the 
poor of the County. The program emphasizes the prevention of unnecessary 
illness, and disease, and the promotion of better health practices. 


While a cure to AIDS, which attacks the body’s ability to fight off 
diseases, remains elusive, the department is taking steps to assist 
victims. With the assistance of other County health organizations, the 
department has organized an AIDS Task Force. One problem the task force 
will address is locating nursing homes and other residences willing to care 
for AIDS patients who can no longer care for themselves. The task force 
will also explore other medical, legal and social service needs of AIDS 
patients. 


As а part of the County's new Right-to-Know Law regarding toxic 
substances, the department is providing public awareness programs to inform 
County residents about the potential health hazards from exposure to these 
substances. 


The Environmental Health and Environmental Engineering Divisions 
continue to monitor potential health hazards. These divisions inspect and 
regulate food service, food outlet, and food processing establishments for 
compliance with State and County standards. In addition, nursing homes, 
child care centers, public and private schools, hospitals and detention 
facilities are regularly inspected to ensure compliance with State and 
County regulations governing their safe operation.

COUNTY LIBRARY 


The Library Department is responsible for the operation of all 
libraries which serve the residents of the unincorporated sections of the 
County, as well as residents of municipalities who are part of the library 
system. 


During the 1986 fiscal year, the Central Library on Summit Boulevard 
in suburban West Palm Beach, loaned 43,926 videotapes, an increase of 111 
percent over the total in fiscal year 1985. 
Films available to library card holders range from instructional tapes 
about computers, to travel films on Mediterranean countries, and recent 
theatrical films such as "Silverado" and "Plenty." 


Also in the audio-visual realm of the library system is its Talking 
Books Service. During the 1986 fiscal year, the library system provided 
54,754 books recorded on tapes and phonograph records to 1,786 patrons who 
suffer from visual or physical handicaps which make it impossible for them 
to read books or other printed material. The Talking Books Service is a 
major way in which the library system is attempting to provide programs for 
people who normally would not or could not use the library. 


Complementing the Talking Books program is the Books-by-Mail program 
for the homebound and for rural residents. The Books-by-Mail program for 
the homebound serves the elderly, but also is available to any County 
resident who is disabled or lacks transportation to a library. The service 
circulated 10,047 books to 600 residents during the 1986 fiscal year. 


The Books-by-Mail program for rural residents circulated 6,680 books 
to over 500 rural households in the County. Rural residents have a choice 
of over 1,000 paperback titles listed in a catalog which is mailed to their 
home. 


Recognizing that some people do not use the library because they 
cannot read, the library system has set up a literacy program. The program 
trains volunteer tutors to help people who are functionally illiterate. It 
assists the tutors by supplying them with supplementary tutoring 
materials. The program is expected to expand rapidly. 


All of these specialty programs still take a back seat to the main 
emphasis of the County library system, which is books and information. 
During the 1986 fiscal year, the percentage of books and other materials 
loaned to the public jumped 14 percent to over 2.4 million items. Іп that 
same period, requests for information rose 19 percent; the number of 
library card holders increased 20 percent; and the number of programs 
presented by the library rose 33 percent.

EMPLOYEE RELATIONS AND PERSONNEL 


The Employee Relations and Personnel Department is responsible for 
hiring employees for County departments and providing programs to improve 
County employees’ skills. 


Employee Relations and Personnel does more than just screen and select 
applicants for County jobs. Many programs are conducted for current 
employees to improve their skills and productivity. 


Chief among these programs is the Quality Improvement Program or 
"ОІР". QIP was started as a pilot program with 22 volunteers from the 
Purchasing Department and the Motor Pool Division of the General Services 
Department. The County employees meet once a week to review problems 
within their departments and find solutions. 


The program was initiated after the department reviewed similar QIPs 
run by other government agencies and private industry. 


Another innovative program that Employee Relations instituted in 1986 
was an Executive Certificate Program in Public Management. Working in 
cooperation with Florida Atlantic University, the County is providing an 
opportunity for its managers and supervisors to further develop their 
administrative skills. 


In other areas, Employee Relations and Personnel continues to offer 
County employees various health and educational programs.

ENGINEERING AND PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Engineering and Public Works covers a range of 
functions within County government. Chiefly, the department oversees all 
County construction projects and provides technical engineering assistance 
to the County Commissioners, the County Administrator, and all County 
departments. 


Engineering has been implementing the County’s five-year 
road construction program. This ambitious program will improve roads 
throughout the County while keeping pace with growth. Employees in the 
department have been busy obtaining rights-of-way, designing roads, 
soliciting contracts for road construction, and overseeing the road 
construction. 


While embarking on a program of new road construction, Engineering 
employees also have been keeping up with the annual responsibilities of 
maintaining over 1,000 miles of roads and bicycle paths, as well as 248 
bridges. 


In an area closely related to roads, the department administers the 
County's Roadside Vendors Ordinance. The ordinance limits roadside vendors 
to commercially zoned areas and the vendors can only sell flowers, produce, 
and prepared foods. There can only be two vendors at any location, and 
they must carry liability insurance and a performance bond to cover any 
damage they or their customers may cause. The license they receive must be 
renewed annually, and the money collected helps to pay for the program.

JUDICIAL 


The cooperation of State and County government is no where more 
apparent than in the operation of the justice system. While the courts, 
which serve the people of Palm Beach County, are State Courts, they operate 
in County facilities and derive substantial support from County funds, 
programs and personnel. This blending of resources has produced a court 
system which uniquely balances the efficiencies of Statewide unity with the 
responsiveness to local need. 


Palm Beach County is served by the Fifteen Judicial Circuit of Florida 
under the present direction of Chief Judge R. William Rutter and through 
the Court Administrator, Susan Ferrante. This is one of the 20 Judicial 
Circuits in the State. This circuit is comprised of two levels of court. 
The organizational structure enables the courts to deliver maximum service 
in the most flexible and efficient manner. 


Circuit Court handles civil cases with a value of over $5,000, 
criminal felonies, juvenile, probate and appeals from County Court. A 
total of 23 judges serve in the Circuit Court. All of the judges are 
located in the main courthouse in West Palm Beach. The court calendar 
consists of time-consuming and often complicated jury and non-jury trials, 
as well as other hearings necessary to resolve the issues presented to 
them. 


County Court handles civil cases with a value under $5,000, criminal 
misdemeanors, and traffic cases. A total of 13 judges serve in the County 
Court. They hear the high-volume, short-duration cases which comprise 
their jurisdiction. Two County judges serve in South County, one in North 
County, one in Belle Glade, one at the Coastal Jail Complex on Gun Club 
Road in suburban West Palm Beach, and seven in the main courthouse in West 
Palm Beach. 


The courts have worked diligently in past years to deal with the 
rising caseload. All courts comprising the County’s justice system 
continue to make every effort to carry out their responsibilities 
efficiently and effectively. The people of Palm Beach County can be proud 
of their judiciary and the administration of justice.

PARKS AND RECREATION 


The Parks and Recreation Department's main function is to maintain the 
growing County park system and provide the recreational facilities and 
programming which will allow countless opportunities for all County 
residents to recreate. 


There are 50 parks, totalling over 4,700 acres, in the County system, 
ranging in size from about 5 acres to 1,000 acres. Included among these 
parks are ll beaches totalling 2.1 miles of beachfront and five large 
regional parks totalling more than 3,200 acres. 


Together, beachfront and regional parks provide diverse recreational 
opportunities and the most popular and often-used facilities in the County 
park system. Іп light of this and the increasing population growth in Palm 
Beach County, one of the major goals established by the Parks Department in 
1986 was to continue to expand the County's beachfront and regional park 
facilities. 


Completion of existing undeveloped or partially developed County parks 
over the next five years is another major goal of the department. In an 
effort to accomplish this goal, a $30 million general obligation bond for 
park development was approved by voters on November 4, 1986. This 
development bond will help the County establish a viable regional park 
system to serve all County residents and further provide additional inland 
park facilities. 


While development of new park facilities has been a major concern of 
the department, other services have not been forgotten. During the 1986 
fiscal year, use of the County's three public swimming pools has increased 
over the same period in the 1985 fiscal year. Officials credit new 
programs and increased participation in existing programs as the reasons 
for the increase. 


Programs offered at the three pools range from first aid classes to 
synchronized swimming. The pools are: Aqua Crest Pool, located in Delray 
Beach near Atlantic High School; Lake Lytal Pool, located in suburban West 
Palm Beach in Lake Lytal Park; and Cabana Colony Pool, located just north 
of Palm Beach Gardens on Holiday Road. 


There was also a sizable increase in public participation in sports 
programs sponsored by the Parks and Recreation Department. The department 
offers programs in softball, men's flag football, women's soccer, 
racquetball, and volleyball. The department also offers instructional 
courses in golf and tennis.

PUBLIC DEFENDER 


The Public Defender, Richard Jorandby, is an elected Constitutional 
Officer. His office provides criminal defense litigation at the trial and 
appellate levels involving juvenile, misdemeanor, felony, and capital 
felony offenses for persons who have been determined indigent by the 
courts. 


As with the other segments of the criminal justice system in the 
County, the Public Defender's office experienced a sharp growth in cases 
assigned to it by the courts. The office was able to handle the increase 
without expanding its personnel. 


Jorandby is augmenting his paid staff with about 50 volunteers, mostly 
senior citizens. The volunteers assist at daily court proceedings, 
interview newly assigned clients, and maintain contact with detained 
clients. The volunteer program has been an unqualified success, not only 
to the office by providing necessary services that would otherwise require 
a paid staff person to perform, but also in providing meaningful 
opportunities for senior citizens to participate in the justice system. 


During the past year, the Public Defender participated in advancing 
the identification and treatment of mentally ill persons who have become 
involved in the Criminal Justice System. The office had an active role in 
developing the Forensic Mental Health Services program at the County Jail 
and the Secure Crisis Stabilization Unit at А.С. Holley Hospital for 
identification and treatment of mentally disordered persons who are in jail 
custody. The office also served as counsel in a case in the United States 
Supreme Court which resulted in a ruling regarding mentally incompetent 
prisoners that affected the laws in 39 states. 


The Social Services Division of the office had an excellent year, 
serving more than 1,000 persons in obtaining access to necessary services 
and programs. The goal of the program, to reduce the "revolving door" of 
repeat offenders, has been advanced by the division's efforts of addressing 
the underlying causes of the offenses. These efforts included programs 
such as drug and alcohol abuse counseling, job placement for ex-offenders, 
housing, and medical needs.

PUBLIC SAFETY 


The Public Safety Department is charged with managing the operation of 
public safety programs under the jurisdiction of the County Commission. 


The Division of Animal Regulations not only impounds stray animals , 
but it also educates the public about the responsibilities of owning a pet. 
The various services of the Division are accomplished through the main 
shelter facility at Palm Beach International Airport and the West County 
Satellite facility in Pahokee. 


The Division of Consumer Affairs continues its work in helping County 
residents with their problems with businesses. It works with the economic 
crime unit and the Attorney Сепега1”5 office to assist in the prosecution 
of criminal consumer frauds and remuneration of monies to consumers. 


The six sections within the Division of Criminal Justice maintained 
their level of services during the fiscal year. 


The Domestic Assault Program assisted members of Aid to Victims of 
Domestic Assault to open an assault recovery center in Delray Beach. The 
division also established a procedure for clients to obtain injunctions for 
Protection on an emergency basis and extensions of the injunctions. 


The Sexual Assault Assistance Program continued to offer psychological 
counseling to adults and children who were the victims of sexual assault. 


Hurricanes are just one type of disaster for which Emergency 
Management officials must be prepared. They must stand ready to assist 
local governments in dealing with disasters ranging from a jet airline 
crash at Palm Beach International Airport to a hazardous waste spill. 
Throughout the year, Emergency Management officials have been training law 
enforcement, fire-rescue, other local government officials, and volunteers 
to deal with large-scale emergencies. 


The Division of Emergency Medical Services added a trauma planner and 
formed a committee to study the feasibility of a County trauma center which 
has been recently authorized. 

The division also works to assure the accuracy of the 9-1-1 data base and 
maintains a traffic road file to collect traffic accident data. 


The increase in AIDS deaths has led the County Medical 
Examiner's Office to join forces with the Public Health Services іп 
investigating and documenting suspected AIDS-related deaths. 

This is being done in addition to the office’s primary work in the 
investigation of violent, sudden, unexpected and suspicious deaths. 


Recognizing the tremendous demand for youth services in southern Palm 
Beach County, the Youth Services Bureau has added staff who will assist in 
dealing with the increased workload in the bureau's South County office.

RISK MANAGEMENT 


The Risk Management Department coordinates all functions relating to 
risk identification, analysis, and control. It oversees the County's 
self-insured property and liability program, the Workers' Compensation 
program, as well as the group medical plan, and other employee benefit 
plans. 


The Risk Management Department recently received a .40 loss 
modification on the County's self-insured workers' compensation program 
from the State of Florida. This is the lowest it has ever been and 
indicates a well managed program and good loss-prevention methods. 


To accomplish this loss modification factor, the Occupational Health 
Clinic and the Occupational Safety Division have worked effectively on loss 
prevention programs to reduce injuries, illnesses and medical costs 
incurred by County employees. 


The Occupational Health Clinic estimates a cost savings of 
approximately $245,788 last year due to the utilization of an in-house 
medical facility for pre-employment and injury/illness follow-up. 


Programs which the clinic has implemented to promote occupational 
health for County employees include: Healthy Lifestyles, Cancer Education, 
Blood Pressure Screening and Smoking Cessation. Another innovative section 
of the Clinic is the Employee Assistance program which is aimed at 
assisting the County employee with weekly support groups and stress 
management seminars. All of these programs help to reduce costs to Palm 
Beach County and to provide a healthful work environment for County 
employees. 


The Safety Division has been charged with the task of proper 
management of hazardous materials within the County's departments. It has 
recently implemented a new administrative order dealing with the temporary 
storage of hazardous materials before it is turned over to the State 
Department of Environmental Regulation. 


Risk Management's responsibilities include making sure that emergency 
personnel who respond to hazardous material spills are properly trained and 
equipped to deal with the task. Education also ensures that all County 
personnel who work with chemicals as part of their job, are properly 
trained in compliance with the State's Right-to-Know Law. 


Additional loss prevention programs for County employees include the 
Medic First-Aid sessions where paramedics instruct in first-aid and 
Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation (CPR) for on and off-the-job safety, and 
confined space training for Water Utility employees.

SHERIFF 


Sheriff Richard Wille is the top local law enforcement official in the 
County. His department provides protection to the unincorporated areas of 
the County as well as some municipalities. The Sheriff enforces Florida 
and County laws. 


During the 1986 fiscal year, the Sheriff's Department maintained а 
high level of proficiency in its daily operations, which was augmented by 
four additional patrol zones approved for the 1986 fiscal year budget. 


The Sheriff implemented a State-administered Federal Highway Safety 
Grant which concentrates on enforcement of alcohol and drug-related driving 
violations. Тһе grant provides funds for 12 deputies and associated 
equipment. The grant application was drafted in cooperation with the 
County's Traffic Safety Task Force. 


To determine the need for law enforcement protection, the County 
Commissioners initiated a study which was completed by the County's Crime 
Prevention Task Force in February 1986. Based upon this study, the task 
force made recommendations to the Commissioners which would increase the 
ratio of deputies from the current level of 1.6 officers per one thousand 
residents to 2.4 officers per one thousand residents, which is the South 
Atlantic Region average. This would necessitate the hiring of 362 
additional deputies by the Sheriff by the year 1990. 


The Sheriff obtained funding to hire 16 deputies to respond to the 
epidemic growth of cocaine-related crime in the County. These deputies 
will serve on a special tactical unit which will be used to target 
high-crime areas. They will join forces with an existing five-member unit. 


In an effort to meet the ever-increasing demand for additional 
correctional facilities, the Sheriff opened a new, 288 bed facility at the 
County Stockade in April, 1986. Іп addition, an innovative in-house arrest 
program was instituted to relieve jail overcrowding. This program saves 
County taxpayers $30 each day per inmate.

STATE ATTORNEY 


State Attorney David H. Bludworth, serves Florida's 15th Judicial 
Circuit. Palm Beach County is the only county in this circuit. 


The State Attorney is the chief prosecuting officer for all criminal 
cases. In addition, the State Attornev's Office handles all bond issues, 
juvenile matters, child support enforcement, and advises the Grand Jury. 


In the coming year the office expects to handle 16,293 felony arrests 
in Palm Beach County. There were also 11,377 misdemeanor cases in 1987. 
All arrests come to the Intake Division of the State Attorney’s office. In 
addition, the office handled approximately 2,327 citizen complaints. i 


The State Attorney has over 180 employees in four offices. Тһе main 
office is in West Palm Beach and there are branches in Belle Glade, Palm 
Beach Gardens, and Delray Beach. 


The State Attorney has repeatedly stressed that the innocent victim of 
crime is a main concern of his office. He has implemented a victim/witness 
assistance program that has saved citizens countless hours of time and 
dollars by efficiently coordinating pre-trial appearances. The National 
District Attorney's Association has recognized the program for its 
excellence and has sent officials from other areas of the country to 
observe how it works. 


The office has also made use of the talents of area senior citizens 
through a program of volunteer workers, especially in the County Court 
Division. 


The State Attorney has established a special Crimes Against Children 
Division to give special attention to child abuse matters. A system has 
also been developed for tracking habitual juvenile offenders. 


In addition, the State Attorney gives special attention to fraud, 
organized crime matters, and drug-trafficking problems in another special 
division. 


The State Attorney works closely with every Federal, State, and 
Municipal law enforcement agency located in the County.

The Tax Collector, Allen C. Clark, is responsible for the collection 
of all ad valorem taxes (taxes based on the value of real and certain 
- personal property). Тһе amount of taxes collected is determined by the 
millage rates established by the various taxing bodies (County, School 
Board, municipalities, and special taxing districts). 
The collections are periodically distributed to the taxing bodies by 
the Tax Collector as required by law. By agreement with the Board of 
County Commissioners, the office also issues County occupational licenses. 
The huge work load generated by these diverse responsibilities is met 
by the staff of the main office at the Governmental Center in downtown West 
= Palm Beach, апа at five full-service branch offices located around the 
1 County. Due to stead population growth, the Tax Collector has increased 
his staff; added new data processing technology; enlarged his Lake Worth 
Branch Office; re-located the South County Branch Office to a new and 
м, larger facility; and established a central communications center to handle 
telephone inquiries, and process mail-in motor vehicle and boat 
registration renewals. 
A major accomplishment was the operation of an aggressive, short-term 
investment program to earn interest on the ad valorem taxes between the 
ма time of collection and distribution to the taxing bodies. Over $2 million 
was earned and distributed on a pro-rata basis.to the taxing bodies. This 
provided additional revenue that helped to keep tax rates down. 
= Тһе addition of ап automated document processor enabled the office to 
process property tax payments faster and more efficiently. This resulted 
in accelerated bank deposits and the handling of a larger volume of returns 
m. without increased staffing. 
2 The office was also successful in continuing efficient, economical 
operations. Total expenditures were kept well below the total amount of 
"m fees collected for operated the office. Excess fees of over $6 million 
were returned to taxing bodies. This provided additional revenue to lessen 
ча tax increase pressures.

= Methods of handling these end products are constantly being evaluated in 
the light of changing governmental regulations. 

While the master plan is looking to Water Utilities’ future, the 
жн, department has also been dealing with present issues such as customer 
i rates, connection fees for developers, and improvements to current 
treatment plants.

Palm Beach County, through its various Departments and Divisions, provides a 
wide variety of human support services. However, the County recognizes that 
it cannot provide all of the services desired by its citizens and must rely on 
other community based not-for-profit or public sponsored provider agencies to 
maintain a well developed and comprehensive human service delivery system. 


In order to meet the considerable demand for human, social, and cultural services, 
the County has entered into formal agreements with many community service 


providers. These agreements outline the services or cultural opportunities to 
be provided by the agency and the financial support allocated to these efforts 
by the Board of County Commissioners. In this manner, Palm Beach County can 


strengthen the existing social service delivery system and cultural endeavors 
by integrating its public tax revenues with other sources of income. This infusion 
of County tax dollars to many human/social service agencies also enables the 
citizens of Palm Beach County to have access to more services than could be 
provided directly by the Board of County Commissioners. 


The allocation of financial assistance is based upon the availability of funds. 
In order for the County to secure maximum benefits for its citizens, each agency 
requesting assistance is placed in one of the following priority groups: 


PRIORITY GROUP I - Direct consumer services provided by an agency that has 
requested financial assistance to meet Federal/State local match requirements, 
and for which the County has a legal obligation ta participate with the agency 
in the acquisition of the match. 


PRIORITY GROUP II  - Direct consumer services and/or services relevant to the 
Planning and evaluation of social service systems provided by an agency that 
has requested financial assistance to meet operational expenditures. In this 
category, the County has no legal obligation to provide funds for operations, 
or participate in the acquisition of local match, but finds it in the best interest 
of its citizens to consider an allocation of financial support.

Bond Issues Outstanding 


The following table shows that there are currently fifteen (15) bond issues 
outstanding. Five (5) are General Obligation issues, six (6) are Non-Self 
Supporting Revenue bonds, and four (4) are Self-Supporting Enterprise 
issues. At original issue, these bonds totalled $620.7 million. 


FY 1987-88 Debt Service 


The next table shows that the FY 1987-88 funding requirement is $60.5 
million. This amount includes interest payments, principal, and fiscal 
charges on the debt.

NET TAX SUPPORTED DEBT TO TAXABLE PROPERTY VALUES 


The first significant ratio is the ratio of net tax supported debt to 
taxable property values. This ratio indicates the proportion of tax 
supported debt (general obligation or voted debt), net of any debt service 
reserves, to the taxable values that can be assessed to support that debt. 


Ratios in the range of 3% to 5% are considered acceptable. Palm Beach 
County currently has a ratio of less than .3%. 


МЕТ TAX SUPPORTED DEBT PER CAPITA 


The second significant ratio is net tax supported debt per capita. This 
ratio indicates the net amount of tax support debt per person in the 
County. 


Generally, per capita debt ratios of less than $300 to $500 are considered 
acceptable. Palm Beach County currently has a ratio of less than $125 per 
person. 


OTHER RATIOS 


Two other significant ratios are the ratio of the annual debt service on 
tax supported debt to total government operating expenses; and, the ratio 
of the annual debt service on non-self-supporting revenue bonds to total 
governmental operating expenses. 


These ratios indicate what proportion of the annual budget is going to debt 
service for governmental operations. The budget sum of these two ratios 
should be less than 20% to be considered acceptable. The sum of these two 
ratios for Palm Beach County is currently 8.6%. 


In summary, Palm Beach County is in a very strong debt capacity position 
and appears to have considerable untapped borrowing power.

BUDGET COMMENT: This fund provides for the debt service of the $188,400,000 
Airport System Revenue Bonds issued in November, 1984. The issue originally 
consisted of $128,400,000 in fixed rate bonds (Series A) and $60,000,000 in 
weekly adjustable/fixed rate bonds (Series B). Іп May, 1986 the Series B bonds 
were converted to a fixed rate. 


The bonds are in $5,000 denominations and mature from 1989 through 2014. Тһе 
interest rates on the Series A bonds vary from 7-3/4% to 10$. Оп the Series В 
bonds interest is fixed at 7.3%. 


The bonds were sold to finance improvements at Palm Beach International 
Airport's terminal, roadways, taxiways and aprons. These improvements are known 
as Phase I. Іп addition to Phase I, other improvements being undertaken 
include, noise abatement and mitigation, runway rehabilitation, and improvements 
to the County's two existing general aviation airports in Pahokee and Lantana.

The financial accountabilitv of Palm Beach Countv is measured on a 
'fund' basis, in accordance with generallv accepted accounting principles 
(GAAP). This means that revenues and expenditures are legally recorded in 
the following groupings of funds, each of which must be in balance, and may 
not show a deficit, per Florida statutory requirements: 


General Fund 


This fund is used to account for financial transactions which are 
applicable to the general financial requirements of the County, except 
those required to be accounted for in other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds 


These funds are used to account for the proceeds of specific revenue 
sources (other than special assessments) or to finance specified activities 
required by law or administrative regulation. The major funds in this 
grouping are: Fine & Forfeiture, Community & Social Development, Fair 
Share Road Improvements, County Transportation Trust, Fire/Rescue, 
Municipal Servicing Taxing Districts and County Library. 


Debt Service Funds 


These funds are used to account for the payment of principal and 
interest on long-term general obligation debt. Transactions applicable to 
long-term debt of Enterprise Funds are reported within those funds. 


Capital Projects Funds 


These funds are used to account for resources principally provided by 
general long-term debt and used for the acquisition of capital facilities 
other than those financed by Enterprise and Special Assessment Funds. 


Enterprise Funds 


These funds are used to account for operations that are financed and 
operated in a manner similar to private business enterprises - where the 
intent is that the costs (expenses, including depreciation) of providing 
goods or services to the general public on a continuing basis be financed 
or recovered primarily through user charges. The major funds in this 
grouping are: Airport, Water and Sewer, and Transportation Authority. 
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Internal Service Funds 


These funds are used to account for the goods and services which are 
provided by departments for the benefit of other County departments on a 
cost-reimbursement basis. The major funds in this grouping are: Motor 
Pool, Employee Health Insurance, Casualty Self-Insurance and Risk 
Management. 


Special Assessment Funds 


These funds are used to account for special assessments levied to 
finance public improvements or services deemed to benefit the properties 
against which the assessments are levied. The major fund in this grouping 
is: Municipal Service Taxing Unit Districts.

FINANCTAL POLICIES RELATING TO FY 1987-88 BUDGET 


Palm Beach County's FY 1987-88 Budget has been developed using the policies 
described in this segment of the Budget document and is intended to 
facilitate management actions on financial decisions, as well as, to assist 
other readers of this document in understanding County finances. 


The establishment of consolidated financial policies will also have the 
following beneficial results: 


- Provide a concise reference guide for consideration of 
County financial matters. 


- Direct attention to overall financial condition, rather 
than a narrow focus on single issues. 


- Exhibit a commitment to sound financial management and 
fiscal integrity, establishing credibility and confidence 


for citizens, investors, and rating agencies. 


- Demonstrate a compliance with applicable Florida statutory 
requirements.

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I. BUDGET POLICIES 


1.1 Balanced Budget 


The County's Annual Budget shall be balanced; that is, the total of the 
estimated receipts, including balances brought forward, shall equal the 
total of the appropriations and reserves (Florida Statutes, 129.01(2)(b)). 


I.2 Budget Adoption 


The County's Annual Budget shall be adopted by the Board of County 
Commissioners at a fund level. 


1.3 Estimates of Receipts 


The receipts division of the budget shall include 95% of all receipts 
reasonably to be anticipated from all sources, including taxes to be 
levied, and 100% of balance to be brought forward at the beginning of the 
fiscal year (Florida Statutes, 129.01(2)(b) and 200.065(2) (а)). 


1.4 Contingencies 


А reserve for contingencies will be budgeted іп each operating and capital 
fund in an amount not more than 10% of the total fund budget; for 
reallocation by the Board of County Commissioners as needed to fund 
unforeseen needs during the budget year (Florida Statutes, 
129.01:(2) (е) (Т). 


1.5 Cash Carryover 


А reserve for cash carryover will be budgeted in any fund which requires 
monies to be carried forward into the budget year to support operations 
until sufficient current revenues are received. This reserve will not 
exceed 20% of the fund budget (Florida Statutes, 129:011(2:) (с) (2)). 


1.6 Budget Transfers 


The Director, Office of Financial Management & Budget, has authority to 
approve intradepartmental transfers during the budget year. All other 
budget transfers (i.e. between departments, out of contingencies and 
reserves and between capital projects) require approval of the Board of 
County Commissioners. ^ 


I.7 Budget Performance Reports 
The Office of Financial Management and Budget will provide quarterly 
reports during the budget year to the County Administrator and Board of 


County Commissioners, evaluating actual revenues and expenditures in 
comparison to budget. 
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ІІ. REVENUE POLICIES 


II.1 General Revenue Policy 


Generally, the County reviews estimated revenue and fee schedules as part 
of the budget process. Estimated revenue is conservatively projected (at 
95% of estimate) for five (5) years and updated annually. Proposed rate 
increases are based upon: 


- Fee policies applicable to each fund or activity. 

- The related cost of the service provided. 

- The impact of inflation in the provision of services. 
- Equity of comparable fees. 


The Revenue Policy of Palm Beach County includes these informal policies, 
with the addition of: 


- Maintenance of a diversified and stable revenue system 
to shelter the County from short run fluctuations in any 
one revenue source. 


TI Revenue Summaries 


As part of the annual budget process, a consolidated summary of revenue 
sources will be prepared and incorporated into the County's budget 
documents. 


TE: Ad Valorem Taxes 


The use of Ad Valorem tax revenues will be generally limited to the 
following funds: 


County-wide General 
Fine & Forfeiture 
Debt Service 
Capital Outlay 
Transportation Improvement 
Ocean Boulevard 


Dependent Districts: County Library 
Hypoluxo Village Special Taxing 
Fire/Rescue MSTU's 


Specific allocations of such revenue will be made during the annual budget 
process. 
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Bp Gas Taxes 


Тһе use of Gas tax revenues will be generally limited to the following 
funds:

BESS Sales Taxes 


The use of Sales tax revenue will be generally limited to the following 
funds: 


General 

County Transportation Trust 

$29 Million Road Improvement Bond-Revenue

II.6 Tourist Development Taxes 

The use of Tourist Development tax revenues will be generally limited to 
the Tourist Development Trust Fund. 

II.7 Grants 

Only such grants which are actually "in hand" will be considered as revenue 
sources for budget development purposes. The County may amend its Budget 
to reflect additional grants received during the budget year. 

II.8 Restricted Revenues - Bonds 


Revenues which have been pledged to bondholders will be restricted to this 
use only, and will conform in every respect to bond covenants. 


II.9 County-wide Revenues collected on a County-wide basis will be 
allocated only to funds which provide County-wide services. 


II.10 Cost Recovery Fees (User Charges) 


Cost recovery fees, where appropriate, should be established to offset the 
cost of providing specific services, and should be reviewed on a regular 
basis. Board policy provides for moving towards full recovery, and the 
Board will examine and act on exceptions to that policy. 


Where full cost recovery is deemed inappropriate, cost recovery ratios 
should be established for consideration by the Board. (Upon approval by 
the Board, cost recovery ratios will be incorporated into the County’s 
Financial Policies.) 
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тт DE Private Contributions 


The County provides many services to its residents, thereby enhancing the 
"Quality of Life" in our County. 


To the extent possible, efforts should be made to secure private 
contributions, whether in the form of volunteer services, equipment, or 
cash contributions. This is particularly important in helping to defray 
the taxpayer burden of providing programs and activities which may be 
considered primarily "quality of life" in nature, such as various community 
services, cultural and recreational activities. 
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ТТТ. EXPENDITURE POLICIES 


III.1 Administrative Charges 


The County has in place a federally-approved overhead distribution system 
which allocates General Fund Administrative Charges to the various County 
entities benefiting from such administrative activities. The existence of 
this system assures qualification for federal reimbursement of administra- 
tive costs associated with federal programs. 


III.2 County Grants 


As part of its annual budget process, the County identifies amounts to be 
granted to various community agencies which provide valuable services to 
the County’s residents. 


Because of increasing demands on the Countv's limited resources, the County 
will provide a maximum of the amount budgeted to each grant recipient. In 
the event that a grant recipient requests additional County funding, such 
request will be considered in the next year's budget process. 


III.3 | Grant Supported County Programs 


The County conducts a variety of programs which depend on outside grants to 
the County for partial funding. Іп the event of reductions in such outside 
funding amounts, the program service levels will be reduced, and additional 
County support will not be provided to compensate for the reduction of 
outside funding. 


Full recovery of annual and sick leave for employees working under a grant 
shall be undertaken. 
III.4 Performance Measures 


The County has developed "Performance Measures" for each of its departments 
in order to assure that maximum productivity is being achieved. 


Where Performance Measures demonstrate that activities could more cost- 
effectively be provided by outsiders, contracting out of such activities 


will be considered. 


Performance Measures will also provide management with criteria to use in 
evaluating departmental requests for increased funding levels. 
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ІІІ.5 Categorization of Services 


The County will segregate its various services into distinct categories, in 
order to set priorities for allocating available money. 


The categories can be generally defined as follows: 


Basic or Core Services - These are services which are best 
performed at the County level and are most closely linked to 
protecting the health and safety of citizens. Legally mandated 
services or commitments are also included in this category. 


Maintenance of Effort Services - These are services which the 
County has traditionally provided. 


Quality of Life - These are activities which are provided for 


more specialized groups and enhance the desirability of Palm 
Beach County as a place to live. 
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IV. RESERVE POLICIES 


A formally adopted reserve policy is an important factor in maintaining 
Palm Beach County in good fiscal health. 


There are three (3) primary types of reserves: 


Operating Reserves 
Capital Reserves 
Debt Reserves 


The degree of need for these reserves differ, based upon the type of fund 
or operation involved. However, one policy statement for each type of 
reserve can be uniformly applied to most funds (excluding Airport, and 
Water and Sewer, which are subject to various regulatory requirements). 


Board approval is required to move funds from Reserve accounts into 
expenditure line items. 


IVEL- Operating Reserves 


Reserve for Contingency - provides for unexpected expenditures which are 
deemed necessary during the budget year. 


TV 2: Capital Reserves 

Capital Reserves are established primarily to set aside funds to provide 
for additional projects, or additions to existing budgeted projects, which 
may be deemed appropriate for funding after the Annual Budget is adopted. 
IV.3. Debt Reserves 

Debt reserves are established to protect bondholders from payment defaults. 
Adequate debt reserves are essential in maintaining good bond ratings and 


the marketability of bonds. 


The amount of debt reserves are established by bond indenture in 
association with each bond issuance. 


These policy statements are intended to apply to various funds of the 


County. ІЕ is recognized that various Federal State and local laws and 
regulations, and specific financial policies may supersede these policies. 
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V. DEBT POLICIES 
Palm Beach County will use debt financing when it is appropriate. It will 
be judged appropriate only when the following conditions exist: 
Js When non-continuous capital improvements are desired. 


2. When it сап be determined that future citizens will 
receive a benefit from the improvement. 


When Palm Beach County utilizes long-term debt financing, it will ensure 
that the debt is soundly financed by: 


1. Conservatively projecting the revenue sources that 
will be utilized to pay the debt. 


2. Financing the improvement over a period not greater 
than the useful life of the improvement. 


3. Determining that the cost benefit of the improvement, 
including interest cost, is positive. 


Additionally, the County has the following policies in relation to debt 
financing: 


1. Where possible, the County uses special assessment, 
revenue, or self-supporting bonds instead of general 
obligation bonds. 


2. Palm Beach County maintains good communications with 
bond rating agencies about its financial condition. 


Annual budgets and long-range forecasts include debt service payments and 


reserve requirements for all debt currently outstanding and for all 
proposed debt issues. 
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УТ. CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT POLICIES 


VI.1 Five Year Program 


The County will develop a five year Capital Improvement Program as part of 
each year's annual budget process, and will make all capital improvements 
in accordance with the adopted Annual County Budget. 


The County will identify the estimated costs and potential funding sources 


for each capital project before it is submitted to the Board of County 
Commissioners as a component of the five year program. 


VI.2 Operating Costs 


The costs of operating and maintaining all proposed projects will be 
identified and incorporated into five year financial projections for 
operations. 


VI.3 Capital Financing 


The Countv will determine, and recommend to the Board, the least costly 
financing method for all capital projects. 
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PALM BEACH COUNTY 
FY 1987-88 BUDGET 
FUND STRUCTURE AND GOVERNMENTAL ACCOUNTING 


Palm Beach County develops its Budget in accordance with the requirements 
of the Florida Statutes and generally accepted accounting principles 
(GAAP). GAAP requires that the budget for certain funds be developed using 
the modified accrual accounting method. The County develops and adopts 
budgets for its proprietary (businesslike) funds on the full accrual 
accounting method. 


Fund Accounting 


In governmental accounting, the resources of the government are accounted 
for through funds. A fund is a separate fiscal and budgetary entity. 
Funds are set up to demonstrate stewardship and fiscal accountability for 
the resources entrusted to the government. The number and type of funds 
used is guided by sound financial judgement and the requirements of the 
Florida Statutes. Palm Beach County utilizes the following types of funds 
in its Budget: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - This fund is the general operating fund of the Board. It is 
used to account for all financial resources received by the County, other 
than those which are accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds - These funds are used to account for the proceeds of 
specific revenue sources that are legally restricted to expenditure for 
specified purposes (other than Capital Project or Special Assessment type 
revenues). 


Debt Service Funds - These funds are used to account for the accumulation 
of resources for the payment of principal, interest and other related costs 
on the general long-term debt of the County. 


Capital Project Funds - These funds are used to account for financial 
resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of major capital 
facilities or improvements (other than those financed by Proprietary or 
Special Assessment funds). 


Special Assessment Funds - These funds are used to account for the 


financing of public improvements or services deemed to benefit the 
properties against which special assessments are levied. 
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Proprietary Funds 


Enterprise Funds - These funds are used to account for operations that are 
financed and operated in a manner similar to private business enterprises - 
where the intent is that the costs (expenses including depreciation) of 
providing goods or services to the general public on a continuing basis be 
financed or recovered primarily through user charges. 


Internal Service Funds - These funds are used to account for the goods and 
services that are provided by departments for the benefit of other County 
departments, on a cost reimbursement basis. 


Measurement Basis 


In governmental accounting, the measurement basis used for the accounting 
system depends on the fund or funds involved. 


Governmental funds use the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under 
this basis, revenues are recognized if they are measurable and available 
for use during the year. Expenditures are recognized in the period the 
liabilities are incurred if measurable, except for accrued interest of 
general long-term debt which is recognized when payment is due to 
bondholders. 


Proprietary funds use the full accrual basis of accounting. Under this 
basis, revenues are recognized in the period earned and expenses are 
recognized in the period that the liabilities are incurred. 


Financial Statements 


In governmental accounting, the focus for budgeting, measuring and 
reporting on financial activity depends on the funds involved. 


Governmental funds are accounted for on a "financial resource flow" focus. 
This means that governmental fund balance sheets will only contain current 
assets, current liabilities and the excess of current assets over current 
liabilities, which is called fund balance or fund equity. Governmental 
fund operating statements present increases in resources (revenues and 
other financing sources), uses of resources (expenditures and other 
financing uses) and changes in fund balances. 


Proprietary funds are accounted for on an "income determination" 
measurement focus. Accordingly, all assets and liabilities are included on 
their balance sheets. Proprietary fund operating statements present 
increases (revenues) and decreases (expenses) in total economic net worth 
(fund equity).

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Internal Services 


Balances Forward

Represent unexpended resources of 
the previous fiscal year. The major 
components of balances forward are 
proceeds of bond issues of $193.6 
million, and other resources which 
have been set aside for capital 
improvements. In addition, balances 
forward also provide funding 
totalling $60.4 million for County 
operating programs.

PROPERTY TAXES 


Property Taxes (also called Ad Valorem Taxes) represent Palm Beach County’s 
largest single revenue source. State laws carefully dictate regulations on 
how counties and other taxing entities must proceed in levying property 
taxes. Following are the highlights relating to Palm Beach County's 
property taxes: 


Basis County property taxes are based on two (2) 
types of property: 


1. Real Estate - land and improvements 
thereon. 


2. Tangible Personal Property - business 
fixtures, equipment and machinery, 
household goods, personal effects, etc. 
(household goods and personal effects of 
Florida legal residents are exempt.) 


(Note: "Intangible Personal Property" is а 
State tax, handled directly by the State 
Department of Revenue.) 


The value of property for tax purposes is 
established according to law and 
professional appraisal practice by the 
County Property Appraiser, an elected 
constitutionally established officer. 


Exemptions The major exemptions from property tax are: 


Homestead - $25,000 for all permanent 
residents of Florida. 


Widows - $500 for widows who are 
permanent residents of 
Florida. 

Disability - $500 for permanent residents 


of Florida who are totally 
and permanently disabled. 


Quadraplegic - Total exemptions for any real 
estate owned and used as a 
homestead by а quadraplegic. 


Institutions - Total exemptions for sections 
of not-for-profit organi- 
zations used for literary, 
scientific, educational, and 
charitable purposes.

Maximum Millage Rate 


Rolled-Back Rate 


Government - Total exemptions for all 
governmental property. 


Property tax rates are expressed as a "millage 
rate", which is applied to taxable property 
values to calculate the property tax to be 
paid. 


One "mill" is 1/10th of a penny, or $1.00 of 
tax for each $1,000 of taxable value. 


Example: 

On an "average" property value of $82,000 а 
millage rate of mills, as included in the FY 
1987-88 Tentative Budget, would yield a 
property tax bill of 293.04, calculated as 
follows: 


Property Value 582,000 
Less: Homestead Exemption -25,000 
Taxable Value 557,000 


Taxable Value x Millage Rate = Tax Bill

Florida Statutes limits the County-wide millage 
rate to a maximum of 10 mills, excluding 
voter-approved debt service millage rates. 


A significant concept in Florida statutes 
relating to property tax levies is the 
"Rolled-Back Rate"; it is defined as that 
millage rate, which exclusive of new 
construction, will provide the same property

the prior year. Rolled-Back Rate is calculated 
as follows: 


(А) Prior year tax proceeds 


(B) Current year adjusted taxable value 
(i.e. excluding new construction)

The Florida statutory requirements relating to 
formally establishing the millage rate are 
complex. Following are two (2) of the most 
significant steps in the procedure: 


Notification 

Each property owner is notified, prior to 
public hearings on the County Budget, of 
proposed property taxes for each parcel of 
taxable property owned. 


Public Hearings 
Each property owner is also notified of the 


dates and times of public hearings to finalize 
the Budget and millage rate. Each is finalized 
at the second of two public hearings. 


Taxes are collected by the County Tax 
Collector, an elected, constitutionally 
established officer. Discounts are available 
for payments in the following months: 


Monthly Payment Discount 
November 4% 
December 3% 
January 2% 
February 1% 


Taxes become delinquent on April 1, and are 
then subject to penalty fines.
